As to new claim 45, the new issues include: 

(1) omitting the limitation of "an aspect ratio, which is a ratio of a sectional height 
of the tire with respect to a width of the tire, is set to 1 5 to 80%"; and 

(2) adding the description of "a rib-lug-type pattern formed in an outer 
circumferential surface of the tire"; and 

(3) omitting the limitation of "a plurality of reinforcing core materials, which are 
oriented towards the circumferential direction of the tire, are embedded inside a base 
rubber layer of the tire at even intervals of 10 mm or less in a width direction of the tire"; 
it being noted that this subject matter was added to the independent claim in the 
amendment filed 6-5-03; and 

(4) adding the subject matter of "a depth shallower than a depth of the tread . 
grooves". 

As to new claims 47 and 48, the new issue is adding the subject matter of 
"wherein the projections are disposed at predetermined intervals along the 
circumferential direction of the tire".
